Julias died in 
1513. He was a shrewd politician, 
and made the affairs of War and 
State his principal characteristics.

X. To further his own 
ends Wolsey worked to attain the 
Popal throne himself by a neat lit- 
tle game with Charles, grandson of 
Ferdinand, who assured him of the 
Popacy. This Cardinal Wolsey 
put the Duke of Buckingham—a 
great friend of Henry’s to death. 
|Here Martin Luther, an Augastine 
Friar, came in, 1521 A.D. The 
collection of money for Popal in- 
dulgences had been preached for 
and collectea vy tlie Augustines, 
but had now been taken trom them 


Dominicans. This enraged Luther 
and he commenced war on the 
Pope and commenced to avenge

A PERTINENT QUESTION. 


IS IT A CRIME OR A MISFORTUNE TO 
BE BORN BLACK IN AMERICA? 


(Chicago Journal.) 


In Elgin there now resides a 
colored man named John B.C. 
Hall, a barber by trade, a good 
citizen, respected, honest, of good 
intelligence, having accumulated | 
property almost to competency. 
Mr. Hall was born in Chicago. 
His father is a minister in the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, now 
living at Batavia,  LIl., a native of 
Pennsylvania, and his mother is a 
native of North Carolina, ‘born 
free.” His lineage as a fiee Amer- 
ican is clearand undisputed. Mr. 
Hall, during the war, enlisted in 
the Twenty ninth United States 
Infantry, the only regiment of 
colored men organized in III1.nois, 
and commanded by a brother ot 
Governor Bross, who fell in battle. 
‘This regiment in the crater at Pe- 
tersburg lost every officer and one 
half of the enlisted men. Lautely 
Mr. H. received a pension for 
wounds received in that awful 
charge, where the Confederates 
found that the despised ‘‘nigge:s” 
would fight. ‘The marks of that 
wound are visible to day. 


in blood. Mr. Hall lately asked 
your correspondent why in Amer- 
ica, of all lands, and in the north- 
ern States in particular, no black 
man can learn atrade or receive 
instruction in the mechanic arts. 
It is undoubtedly true that among 
the tree born and emancipated 
Atricans there are men of educa- 
tion, of mechanical tastes; men 
who are desirous of mechanical 
advancement; men of natural and 
acquired ability, who, if permitted 
a standing as mechanics aud in 
other walks of life generally classi- 
fied among the lists of honoravle 
labor, would achieve success and 
coufer honor upon and give cour- 
age to the hopes of their race, and 
also better prepare them for the 
duties of a citizenship, the bur- 
dens and blessings of which all 
American citizens are technically 
entitled to. The African race 
seems compelled to adopt as their 
heritage the position of barber, 
porter, coachman and waiter, and 
in the lurge cities, the lowest kinds 
of labor, as professional and poli- 
ticians, Noavenues of advancement 
are opene| to him. He is debarr- 
ed from the workshop, from the 
railroad, from the farm, and the 


fairer skin. 
and degraded white man, the
